Notice No. llfiTTClPN)/73 dated the 16th Jtilv, 1973 a.s amended from time to time, 
regarding trade with B.ineladesh in purMientc of the Oade ngri’ement between the Clov- 
ernments of India and Bangladesh. 


2. In addition to the provisions contained in the tiforesaid Public Notice, exports 
will he allowed from India to Bangladesh against the "Non-convertible Rupee Account" 
maintained by the Bank of Bangladesh with the Reserve Bank of India, Calcutta, in 
respect of commodities namely Salt, Pig Iron and Cement which have been mutually 
agreed upon by the Governments of India and Bangladesh. 

3, Exports under this arrangement will be allowed through eligible exporters. The 
eligible exporter for this purpose will be the State Trading Corporation or any person 
nominated by the Slate Trading Corporation and authorised under the law to do business 
in India and who may be willing to undertake exports of .Salt and Cement from India 
to Bangladesh in terms of the conditions prescribed in this Public Notice, and whose 
application conforms to the provisions of the Public Notice. In case of Pig Ifon the 
eligible exporter will be M/s. SAIL Internalional I td.. New Delhi. Export beeves/ 
endorsements on shipping bills will be granted to eligible exporters by the 'Joint Chie 
Controller of Imports & Exports, Calcutta. The licensing authority for this purpose 
will be the Joint Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Calcutta even if the exports 
have to he made from a port other than Calcutta., 

4 Before applying for 'an export Iiccnce..'endorsemenl of shipping bill, the intending 
exporter will be required to negotiate with the eligible importer in Banglade.sh holding 
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an import licence or an authorisation to import goods into that country under the 
“Non-convrtibic Rupee Account miantained by the Bank of Bangladesh with the Reserve 
Bank of India. Calcutta” after verifying from the Ministry of External Affairs, New 
Delhi that the export of the commodity as above has been agreed to, 

5. All exports under this provision shall be against irrevocable letters c(f credit. 
The particulars of the confirmed letters of credit will be sent by the State Bank of India, 
Chowringhee Branch. Calcutta to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, 
Calcutta on the basis of which the Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Calcutta 
will consider the application for the grant of export liccncc/cndorsement of shipping bill 
(for exports to Bangladesh in respect of commodity and the value for which the contract 
has bwn concluded and the letter of credit established. 

6. Export licences issued and the shipping bills endorsed in pursuance of this Public 
Notice will be stamped as under;— 

"Exports against Non-convertible Rupee Account maintained by the Bank of 
Bangladesh with the Reserve Bank of India, Calcutta." 

7. The following conditions shall be imposed on the export licences/endorsements of 
sjjippifig bills:— 

(i) The payment in respect of the exports shall be made through the Non-converti¬ 

ble Rupees Account maintained by the Bank of Bangladesh with the Reserve 
Bank of India, Calcutta. 

(ii) The goods exported under this licence/shipping bill shall not be rc-imported 

into India. 

8. Payments in respect of these exports will be mde to the exporter, or their bankers 
in India by the State Bank of India, Chowranghee Branch, Calcutta on presentation of 
the necessary documents in accordance with the prescribed procedures, 

9. Exports made to B'angladesh under the provisions of this Public Notice will not 
qualify for the benefits available to exporters under the import policy for registered 
exporters.

jiUBJECT.— Trade with Burma under the Special Payments Arrangement 1974. 

No. 180.ITC(PN)/74. —In pursuance of the Special Payments Arrangement 1974 bet¬ 
ween the Governments of India and Burma, it has been decided to allow imports into 
India from Burma and cxporls from India to Burma in the manner set out in this 
Public Notice. 

TRADE AGAINST SPECIAL PAYMENTS ARRANGEMENTS, 1974 

2. Exports from India to Burm’a and exports to India from Burma may be allowed 
in respect of commodities and goods produced or manufactured in India or Burma, as 
the case may be, as specified in the Annexures I & IT and upto the overall monetary 
ceilings indicated against each commodity. The procedure for payments under the Special 
Payments Arrangements 1974 is indicated below;,— 
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(a) Exports from India to the Socialist Republic of the Onion of Burma._ 

Exports fiom India to the Socialist Republic of the Union of Burnia shall be m’ttdc 
by means of In-cvocable EKjciimcnUry Letters of Credit in Indian Ru[>ees, opened by 
BANKFORE with Ihinjab National Bank and its branches in India or with other banks 
in India in favour of Indian Exporters. In cases where the Letters of Credit are opened 
with the brancohes of Punjab National Bank or with otehr banks in India, a copy of 
such credit shall be forw-,irded to Punjab National Hank. 

All letllers of credit shall hear the clauses; 

“Please reimburse yourselves on Punjab National Bank, Parliament Street, New 
Delhi, to the debit of Account 'A' under Special Payments Arrangements,’’ 

Where the document.s are negotiated by branches of Punjab National B.ink or any 
other bank in India, these negotiating hanks/branches shall furnish Punjab National Bank 
with a certification to the effect that the terms and conditions of the Letters of Credit has 
been .strictly complied with, Where Letters of Credit arc opened with banks other than 
Punjab National Bank, such Letters of Credit shall be eligible for payment through Ac¬ 
count ‘A’ only if these are registered with Punjab National Bank and thci'r confirmation 
for reimbursement has been obtained. 

Punjab NatiOn'al Bank shall make payments and/or reimbursements lo the Indian Ex¬ 
porters or to their negotiating branches or to other banks by debiting Account ‘A’ under 
airmail advice to BANKFORE. Upon receipt of the relative debit advices, BANKFORE 
shall credit the amount of these documents to Punjab National Bank, New Delhi, Cle'aring 
Account ‘A’ in its books. 

(b) Exports to India from tlie Socialist Republic of the Union of Burma. —Exports 
from the Socialist Republic of the Unioin of Burma to India shall be mada 
by means of Irrevocable Documentary Letters of Credit in Indian Rupees, opened by 
Punjab National Bank or its branches, in favour of Burmese Exports, and advised through 
BANKFORE. In cases where Letters of Credit are opened by brunches of Punjab Na¬ 
tional Bank, other than their Parliament Street, New Delhi Olliee, a copy of such credits 
shall be furnished to Punjab National Bank. 

All Letters of Credit shall be clearly marked “Under Indo-Buima Special Payments 
Arrangement,” and also shall include the clause: 

“We will rcimbur.se you the credit of Indo-Burma Special Payments Arrangement 
Account 'B' with Punjab National flank. Parliament Street, New Delhi.” 

BANKFORE shall m.tke payments to the Burmese Exporters by debiting the clearing 
Account ‘B’ in its book.s and the documents negotiated by BANKFORE shall Itc forwarded 
to Punjab National Bank or ihe branch concerned which has opened Ihe credit. Upon 
receipt of advice of negolialion by telex, cable or airmail from BANKFORE, Punjab 
National Bank shall credit immediately the amount of negotiation to the Indo-Burma 
Special Payments Arrangement Account ‘B’ under airmail advice to BANKFORE. 

(c) The amount of credit under the Special Payments Arrangement is based on the 
current par value of the Indian Rupee viz. one Indian Rupee now containing 0.118489 
gramjne of fine gold. In the event of any change in the par value of the Indian Rupee, 
except when suc'n change occurs as a result of a revision of the official price of gold, the 
unutilised portion out of or upto the said amount of Rs. 750 laghs, the value unfulfilled 
deliveres on the export and import contracts concluded, the value of credit already utilised 
but not yet repaid as rcllected in the balance of Accounts A and B and outstanding interest 
shall automalically be adjusted as from the date when the charge takes place in proportion 
to the change in the gold parity. 

(d) For further deiails regarding bunking 'arrangements the exporters .tnd importers 
may contact the Punjab National Bank, Parliament Street, New Delhi.

3. The Aniiexurcs also indicate, in respect of each commodity the importers or ex¬ 
porters who will be eligible to p.irlicipatc in the export or the import IPiidc. as the 

I. Export from India. 

4. Persons who are eligible lo extent goods from India under this Arrangement will 

be required to negotiate with the eligible importers in Burma and enter into contracts with 

them for export of permissible goods. Further, 'all export invoices should he expressed 

in Indian rupees and th’at each contract should carry a gold clause as mentioned in para¬ 

graph 5 hereunder. 
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5. Each contract entered into between the Indian Exporter and the Burmese Importer 
should carry Ihc Ciold Clause on Ihe ^ollo^sInE lines:-— 

The price specified in thiS contiacl is based on the current par value of the Indian 
Rupee (One iudian Rupee now containing (|.1184S9 gramme of hne gold). 

In the event of any change in the par value of the Indian Rupee (.excepting 
when such change occurs as a result of a revision of the otticial price ot 
gold), the amounts slill due for the goods already to he delivered under the 
contract will be adjusted m proportion to the change in the par value of the 
Indian Rupees," 

, 6 . The particulars of contracts will also be sent by the Punjab National Bank, Par¬ 
liament Street, New Delhi, to the Joint Chief Contioller of Imports & Exports, Calcutta 
who will verify whether the contract has been entered into by the party eligible for 
exports from India to Burma. 

7. All exports shall be against irrevocable letters of credit and the exporters in India 
will have to advise the registration numl>er issued by RBI to the Burmese Importer who 
should arrange for the regisiration numbers to. lie incorporated in relative Letters of 
Credit. The eligible exporters will be permitted to export goods to Burma in pursuance of 
the contracts, if otherwise in order. Applications for the grant of export licences or for 
endorsements on the Shipping Bills for exports should be made to the Jt. Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports, Calcutta. The Shipping Bills will be made valid for shipment 
for a period of one month. The Exporters will be required to file the G.R. Form with 
their export documents. In respect of the commodities of which the export from India 
is not controlled under the Exports (Control) Order, the exporters participating in export 
trade with Burma in pursuance of this Public Notice under the Special Payments Arrange¬ 
ment 1974 shall not be required to obtain an export licence or endorsement on shipping- 
bills hut will have to approach the Customs authorities concerned direct in the matter. 

8 . Exports made to Burma under this Public Notice will qualify for the normal bene¬ 
fits available to exporters under the import policy for registered Exporters. 

II. Export from Burma 

9. Persons who arc eligible to import goods from Burma under this Arrangement will 
be required to negotiate with the eligible exporters in Burma for import of permissible 
goods, The contracts will be concluded between the eligible importers in India and the 
eligible exporters in Burma. Necessary intimation in regard lo the particulars of the 
contract in each case will be sent by the de.sign'ated Bank of Burma to the 
Punjab National Bank, Parliament Srteet, New Delhi. On such intimation, 
the Punjab National Bank, Parliament Street. New Delhi will main 
tain a duplicate account of particulars of contracts for imports into India from Burma. 
TTie Punjab National Bank, Parliament Street, New Delhi will send the necessary intimation 
in regard to the particulars of each contract to the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports & 
Exports, Calcutta. 

10. Wit'nin a period of ten days from the date of conclusion of Ihc contract, the eligi¬ 
ble importer should apply for an import licence lo the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports & 
Exports, Calcutta for the value and the commodity for which the contract has been con¬ 
cluded. The import application should l>e made in Eorni 'A' prescribed for Established 
Importers, as reproduced in Appendix 3 of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure, 1974-75. At the lop of the application form the woids “Import 
from Burma under Special Payments Arrangements 1974” should be written. The appli¬ 
cation .should intcr-alut he .supported by a trcioury challan regarding payment of applica¬ 
tion fees at the prescribed rate. 

11. Import licence will be issued after the licensing authority has received intimation 
through the Punjab National Bank, Parliament Street, New Delhi in regard to the parti¬ 
culars of I'ne confrucl and if the application is in order and complete, and the applicant is 
found otherwise eligible for the licence. 

12 . The Liemsing authority will endorse the licence to the effect that the payment in res" 
pect of the imports shall be made through the Special Account tnaintained hy the Punjab Nationa* 
Bunk, Parliiment Street, New Delhi in terms of the provision of the Banking Arrangement con- 
(jhtdtd between the Punjab National Bank and the Union of Burma Bank, Rangoon, important 
pOrtlon of which is reproduced in para 2 above. 

13 . The licensing authority will al.so impose on the import licence other eondiiuri us mty 
bo necessary governing the distribution and sale of imported mrleriids. 

14 . The Imports made against such licences shall ret qualify for establishmirt of guotrs 
under the Import Policy for Established Importers and will, therefore be marked “Not Quail- ■ 
gable for Quota (jNQQ).” 

15 . All imports shall be against irrevocable letters of credit through the designa'cd bank 
viz. the Punjab National Bank. Import licence shall be valid for opening leticr of credit within 
60 days of Issue of the licence. For the purpose of shipment of goods, the import licence shab

been opened within the prescribed tinie- No extension shall bo grunted in the period ot vali¬ 
dity of licence. 

16. Imports and Exports of commodities and goods produced or manufactured in India 
or Burma, as the case may be, which arc not included in this Special Payrnents Arrangement 
1974 and in case of commodities and goods included in that arrangement, import and export 
.n excess of the values mentioned therein will bo governed in accordance with the import wd 
^xport policies and procedure foreign exchange regulations and other procedure including customs 
formalities as may be in force from time to time,
